The Beaven Scandal- 

A moon hns waxed mid waned since the 
Ohiof Commissioner of Lands and Works 
•was openly charged by two respectable 
anil responsible men -with tlie grossest 
malfonsancc in oflico— accused of "most 
dishonourable and dishonest practico in 
awarding a tondor and in prevaricating 
and tolling a deliborato untrutL" in a 
matter involving a great public principle. 
Although publicly dared to the proof.the 
accused Minister has remained silont, 
not oven the paid organ having aught to 
say in his detenco. It may bo said that 
silence becomes the dignity of a Minister; 
but it lias been noon that this mmo Min- 
ister has not been slow to rush into print 
on occasions involving much less impoi- 
tant principles, so that his silence in this 
instance cannot fairly bo accounted for 
on any such hypothesis. Taking a fair 
and impartial' view of all tlio circum- 
stances, it seems impossible to avoid the 
conclusion that "trilence gives consent" in 
this instance. The thoughtful reader 
will readily perceive that this is a very 
sprious matte r. Here is a man entrust- 
ed with, the administration of by far the 
most important Department of Govern- 
ment, through whose hands the greater 
part of the revenue is expended every 
year, lyinc under an accusation of a most 
serious character, — an aocusation which, 
if true, totally unfits Mm for holding any 
position of trust. There is one circum- 
stance connected with this affair that has 
not, so far as wo are aware, been brought 
to public notice. It transpired that only 
two tenders were sent in for the work in 
question, only one of which was put in 
before the expiration of the period speci- 
fied by the advertisement. Has it not 
occurred to tho reader that there is some- 
thing strange about this? Usually tho 
tenders aro much more numerous, oven 
when the job is less attractive How ddfes 
it come .that there was only one tender 
sent in besides the one which, although 
not in time, secured the contract? There 
must surely bo some reason. Ask the 
numerous contractors iu this community, 
and they will tell you the reason; and 
that reason is, indeed, a startling com- 
mentary upon tho present management of 
the Department — one which ought of it- 
self to constitute sufficient ground for in- 
stituting a rigid investigation. It will 
. have beeu observed that a personal and 
. most unworthy inotivo for tho conduct 
' of the Chief Commissioner iu this par- 
ticular case has been suggested, which 
makes the matter a great ileal worse.— 
gives a most disagreeable, tinge to the 
whole affair, nut! seuius to throw light on 
previous cognate transactions in the 
same Department. Reverting to what 
is now matter" of history, it will 
■ be remembered that, on tho opening of 
the session of 1870 the present Premier 
moved for a Committee to investigate the 
Lands and "Works Department. Although 
vagne inuendo was indulged in, no charge 
of malfeasance ,vhs preferred against the 
then head of the Department. It was in- 
sinuated ill a vague and general way that, 
inasmuch as very huge amounts of reven- 
ue were expended through that channel, 
it was essential to public confidence that 
there should be a rigid investigation into 
the administration of the Lands and 
Works Department, and the public may 
recollect how the present Premier 
brawled about covering up corruption 
therein, because someof the very men he is 
associaated with now voted down his re- 
solution for investigation. But, presto! 
change, The howling dervish of 1S70 is 
the Premier of 1873. When ho crossed 
the floor of the House he left all his poli- 
tical principles (oh!) and professions be- 
hind; and one can readily imagine him 
and certain of his colleagues exclaiming, 
in tho words of Hosea Biglow; — 
"Wall, supposing we had to gulp down uur perfeshuns, 
Wo were read; iieatmorniugtoeomeout with fresh uu»; 
Aud If a man, when provisions it, riz ho, 
Eat up his own words, 'tis a mercy that 'tis ho."

Municipal Polico Court. 

(Before A. C. Elliott, EH'i P.M.) 

Wednesday, Oct. 28. 

An Hydab, for assaulting a constable, 
was fiued'8'20 or three months. 

J. H. Church was charged by Jamns 
Oram; with creating a disturbance in his 
(Oram's ) house and with .striking him 
on tho head with a slungshot. 

Mr. Jackson appeared for tho defence. 

Complainant swore that nt ^10 o'clock 
on Monday night he saw Ohtfroh in tlio 
Theatre passage threatening a boy named 
Burgess with a knife. Witness caught 
Church by tho arm and he said, "By J—, 
if you don't lot ino go, I'll out you!" Sub- 
sequently' Church camointo witness'saloon 
and quarreied with Mr. Cameron. Wit- 
ness told Church to stop, when Church 
got Sergt. Bloom field and attempted to 
give Cameron in charge. 

Witness was hero requested by the 
Court to come to tho point. 

Witness — After the Theatre was closed, 
Church returned to tho saloon and re- 
newed tho quarrel with Cameron who 
told him to "go to — ." 

The Magistrate could not seo where 
Church's culpability (Same in. 

Witness— -He was the foundation of all 
tho disturbance. I threatened Mr. Sey- 
mour with a bottlo because ho created a 
disturbance in my house, Church having 
lot him in. 

The Court— So faayou have shown good 
ground for beinggiv.mincliargcyourself. 

Tho witness— That's a one-sided view 
of it, I think. I told Church he was a 
disreputable man, and that I would kick 
him out if he ever came into my house 
again. I put my hand on bis back. Ho 
said, "You will?" I said, "Yes," and ho 
then drew his hand from his coat pocket 
and struck mo with a slnngshot or life 
pr«servor and ran away towards Madame 
Stovonson. I gayq him charge to an of- 
ficer, and Madame Stevenson ran away. ■ 

Cross-examined — It has boon the cus- 
tom of Church to come into my house 
after tho play was over to buy bottled 
beer. I charged Church with "letting a 
man into my house after I had turned him 
out. He said ho had not done so, and I 
told him that ho lied. I put my hand on 
him and -ordered him to go out. The 
higher class in England call these wea- 
pons lifepreservers, the lower class, slung 
shots. My head bled after Hie blow. Havo 
had my head hurt before by n slnngshot. 
If I had had Church on the ''other side" 
I should have winged him with a revolv- 
er. I'd think no more of shooting J im 
than I would a cat on tho American side 
or any other lawless man; am positive 
Church's sieove-bntton did not strike me 
on the head: it was a lifeptqacry'pr. 

To tho Court— I put my hand on de- 
fendant's back before he started to go out. 

Witness presented his head to the Ma- 
gistrate for examination. 

Tho Magistrate— There is a slight mark. 
It is a cut; it does not appear to have 
been caused by a lifepreservor. 
• SpCciaPolhcer Black, sworn — Saw 

* Church strike at Oram ; saw a weapon in 
his hand; it seemed to bo small; can't say 
what it was. Oram told witness to arrest 
Church, and Church passed something to 
a lady. Sho put it under her dress and 
ran away. 

E. Leigh, barkeeper for Oram, testified 
that Church was orderedont of the saloon 
by Oram, who used the first emphatic 
language. Mr. Jackson said that Church's 
Hand was crippled and that he struck 
Oram a blow witli a pocket-book and not 
with aslungshot. He added that he was 
debarred from calling Madame Stevenson 
as she was Church's wife; and that Church 

• handed her a koy. 

The Magistrate, who said that he was 
not satisfied that a lifepreservor had been 
U3ed, fined Church 81 and costs, which 
wore paid.

A"Sham^-Rock. 

Ouo of tho best hoaxes ever playod on 
a newspaper has just beou "got off" on 
[ho Standard hy onr wiAo awake corres- 
pondent Sl/am-rock, of Coiuox. He, in 
com men with nine-tenths of tho com- 
munity, is intensely down on tho present 
Government and more particularly on 
lion. Dr. Ash, the member for Comox. 
For months Sham-rock has boon trying 
to get a slap at the Government through 
tho columns of tho Organ; but always 
failed to secure an audience. There was 
a rush of advertisements — thetono of tho 
communication was too personal — tho 
matter would bo attended to, etc., otc.; 
were among the flimsy excuses for non- 
publication returned from tho Standard 
office. At last our Milesian friend Sham- 
rock, hit upon a plan which proved en- 
tirely successful on Tuesday morn- 
ing last. Last week ho dispatched to the 
Organ one of tho most bitterly personal, 
sarcastic and damaging letters that had 
ever been written against Dr. Ash or 
the Government. And ho headed tho 
latter with the statement Unit publication 
had boon "refused by Ti-.n Coeonisiv" 
Our stupidly ignorant contemporary fell 
into tho trap. It printed tho letter; and 
tho publication has sot the dry bones 
across James Bay a- rattling. It is said 
tho Hon. Doctor turned green with rage, 
and that tho Attorney-General shrunk at 
least two inches into his bluchers when 
they read it. It was a fearful arraignment 
and coming through'the Organ — reaching 
tho eye of tho small class of readers among 
which it circulates,— tho sting was all the 
nioro severe. Wo need scarcely add that 
•'Sham"-rock's letter was never offered at 
this office for publication. The state- 
ment was a sham one. It was a clever 
dodge cleverly played. To convoy a faint 
idea of tho scorching character of the let- 
ter we give an extract below. A siwash 
scalping knife could not cut more deftly, 
nor tho lash of the oxocntionor leave a 
more stinging wale behind it. Head: "it 
would seem that the Dr. (Dr. Ash) in or- 
der to gain the votes of the poor ignorant 
settlers had promised them many things 
which ho could not perform, and now 
they al ' Q determined to a man that he shall 
represent them no longer. Tho idea, 
forsooth, of a man who possessed so lit- 
tle inlluruco in the Government as tho 
Dr. promising in one year to open a wa- 
gon road to Alberni, to build a wharf at 
tho Bay and a bridge across tho main 
river, to eosttfln thousand dollars; besides 
five hundred other improvements of equal 
cost, is simply ridiculous. As none of 
these promises havo been performed tho 
people of Comox, who have been duped 
so long, havo at last become indignant 
and aro about to pass resolutions asking 
the Doctor to roaigu."

There are more Jews in New York than 
in Jerusalem, and more than in any other 
city in the world, it is said by those who 
have studied their presout state.

Mingins says of New York: "There are 
more Germans than in BDrlin, more 
Irishmen than in Dublin, more Catholics 
than in Rome, and more J&ws than in 
Palestine." The census does not give 
religious statistics, but the number of 
professing Jews, residents of this city, 
has been approximately estimated by the 
quantity of Passover biscuits manufactur- 
ed- for their use. The bakeries produced 
on the average, for the last decade 80U,-

have an orphan asylum to accommodate 
250 orphans, a hospital, and a number of 
charitable societies, among which is tho 
Independent Order of B'nal B'rith, and 
havo also established within the last few- 
years, a home for aged and indigent of 
both sexes, managed by ladies.
